REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach the claimed continuously (or infinitely) variable magnetodynamic transmission 
comprising, inter alia, an input rotor (7) provided with magnets (6) (i.e., permanent magnets) and 
pole shoes (10) that are evenly distributed along its circumference, and a coaxial stator (2) 
having grooves (5) and windings in said grooves, said windings being sequentially short- 
circuited during operation.
